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RESULTS  AND  OBSERVATIONS. 

1881. 


I1KNEIIAL     SUMMARY. 

During  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1881,  the  whole  number  of  births 
recorded  in  the  State  was  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-one 
(6,761),  of  which  three  thousand  Tour  hundred  and  ninety  (3,490) 
were  males,  and  three  thousand  two  hundred  aud  sixty-six  (3,266) 
were  females,  —  a  difference  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  (224)  in 
the  proportion  of  the  sexes.  In  1880  the  difference  was  one  hundred 
and  forty-four  (144),     Of  five  (5)  the  sex  is  not  stated. 

During  the  same  period,  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty- 
three  (2,763)  couples  were  married,  —  a  number  greater  by  sixty -six 
couples  than  were  reported  in  1880. 

The  number  of  decedents  for  the  same  period  was  five  thousand  five 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  (5,557),  of  which  two  thousand  six  hundred 
and  ninety-three  (2,693)  were  males,  and  two  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifteen  (2,815)  were  females.  The  sex  of  forty-nine  (49) 
is  reported  as  "  unknown. " 

Compared  with  1880,  the  births  were  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
(139)  greater  than  in  that  year.  The  decedents  were  increased  by- 
two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (297),  and  the  marriages  by  sixty -six 
(6fi) ,  couples.  The  increase  of  the  population  of  the  State  by  births 
during  the  year  was  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  four  (1,204). 

The  population  of  the  State  by  the  census  of  1880  is  332,286. 
There  was,  therefore,  during  the  year,  one  birth  to  every  49.1  of  the 
population,  against  one  to  every  50  in  1880.  One  person  to  every 
60  was  married  during  the  year.  There  was  one  decedent  to  every 
59  of  the  population,  against  one  to  every  63. 1  in  1880,  and  one  to 
every  64.3  in  1879.  These  figures  show  an  increase  of  mortality  in 
the  Stale  for  the  past  two  years. 

The  following  table  groups  together  the  main  facts  in  the  registra- 
tion of  Births,  Marriages,  and  Deaths  during  the  twenty-five  years 
now  covered  by  these  reports.  The  first  twenty  years  are  given  in

From  this  table  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  births  in  the 

State   during   the   twenty-five   years  covered  by  these   registration 

reports  is  one  hundred  and    sixty-six    thousand    niue    hundred    and 

eighty-six  (1G6.986),  which  exceeds  the  whole  number  of  decedents 

in  the  same  period  by  fifty-one  thousand  five  hundred  aud  ninety-nine 

(51,599).     These  figures,  still-births  excluded,  indicate  an  annual 

increase  of  population  of  the  Stato,  for  the  past  twenty-five  years,  of 
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about  two  thousand,  an  increase  not  justified  by  the  official  figures  of 
the  cenaus.  Those  figures  show  an  increase  in  population  from  I860 
to  1870  of  15,453  only,  and  from  1870  to  1880  of  1,735,  thus  account- 
ing for  only  a  small  proportion  of  the  increase  Indicated  by  the  dif- 
ference between  the  number  of  births  and  of  decedents  during  the 
same  periods.  Besides  this,  the  average  annual  number  of  births 
for  the  same  period  was  six  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
(0,079).  which  exceeds  the  annual  average  of  decedents  by  two  thou- 
sand and  sixty- four  (2,064).  The  solution  of  this  problem  is  doubt- 
less in  the  fact  that  emigration  has  depleted  the  State  more  rapidly 
than  births  have  increased  its  population. 

Sex.  — Of  the  six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  (6,761) 
births  reported  in  1881,  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety 
(3,490),  were  males,  and  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-six 
(3,266)  were  females,  or  104  males  to  cadi  1(10  females,  or  52.4 
males  to  47.6  females.  The  following  table  shows  the  proportion  of 
sexes  born  in  the  State  during  the  years  1857—1882  inclusive,  the

The  greatest  number  of  births  recorded  in  one  month  was  Sep- 
tember, 625;  last  year,  August,  611.  Nest  in  order  are  -Tuly,  (122; 
August,  686;  October,  584;  April,  582;  May,  573;  March,  563;

—  One  hundred  and  thirty-six  plural  births  ar 
reported  for  1881,  which  is  an  increase  of  38  over  1880 
males,  and  73  wore  females,  or  one  to  about  50  of  all  births.  Five 
of  these  cases  were  triplets,  —  two  each  in  Grunge  and  Windham 
Coitattel  in  the  month  of  January,  and  one  in  Rutland  County  in 
November.

—  Forty- nine  illegitimates  are  reported  in  1881, 
against  55  in  1880,  of  which  20  were  males,  and  28  were  females. 
Two  were  twin  cases.  The  counties  are  all  represented  in  this  list 
save  Grand  Isle;  Washington  taking  the  lead  in  number  (7),  the 
others  varying  from  one  to  six,  Bennington  having  the  honor  of  the 
twins.  The  whole  number  of  these  births  for  twenty-five  years  is 
1,325,  of  which  675  were  males,  and  635  were  females.  Of  15  the 
sex  is  not  stated. 

Stillborn.  —  The  statistics  on  this  point  are  gathered  from  the 
registration  of  deaths.  The  number  for  1881  was  two  hundred  and 
forty-two  (242),  an  increase  from  1880,  when  it  was  two  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  (228).  Of  these,  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  (135)  are 
registered  as  males,  and  one  hundred  and  five  (105)  as  females,  and 
two  as  unknown. 

1'arlntage. — Four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
(4,8D8)  births  are  recorded  as  American,  and  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  fourteen  (1,714)  as  foreign,  with  one  hundred  and  forty- 
nine  (140)  as  unknown.

Of  the  marriages  recorded  during  the  year,  two  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  *ix  (2,106)  were  the  first  marriage  of  both  parties;  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  (118)  were  the  first  of  men,  but  subsequent  of 
women ;  three  hundred  and  nineteen  (310)  were  the  subsequent  of 
men,  but  first  of  women  ;  two  hundred  and  eight  (208)  were  the  sub- 
sequent marriage  of  both  parties  ;  and  of  twelve  (12)  the  condition 
of  parties  is  not  stated.  Of  the  first  marriage  of  both  parties,  all 
save  seventeen  were  under  forty-five  years  of  age.  Of  the  first  of 
men,  but  subsequent  of  women,  all  save  one  were  under  fifty  years 
of  age.  Of  the  subsequent  marriage  of  both  parties,  the  ages  seem 
to  be  very  evenly  balanced.  The  lnrgest  number  of  marriages  oc- 
einzed  in  October,  November,  and  December  ;  and.  for  the  six  months 
beginning  with  October  and  ending  with  March,  the  number  was  one

During  the  year  1881,  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight  (168)  divorces 
were  granted  by  the  courts  of  Vermont,  —  an  increase  of  thirty-nine 
The  ratio  of  divorces  to  marriages  in.  \S"6  wca  ona  \» 
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sixteen  of  all  marriages ;  in  1877  it  was  one  to  fifteen ;  in  1878  it 
one  to  fourteen  ;  in  1879,  one  to  twenty-one ;  in  1880,  one  to  twenty 
and  in  1881  it  was  one  to  ever}*  sixteen.     In  the  j*ear  1877  the  una 
ber  of  divorces  granted  for  "adultery,"  the  only  cause  for  divowe 
recognized  by  the  Scriptures,  was  twenty-five  of  the  one  hundred 
seventy-five  granted.     In  1H78  the   number  was  forty-three  oftta 
one  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  in  1879  the  number  was  twenty  of  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six,  in  1880  the  number  was  seventeen 
the  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  in  1881  the  number  was/orty 
the  one  hundred  and  sixty-eight.     Thus,  during  the  last  fiveyi 
one  hundred  and  forty-five  only  of  the  seven  hundred  and  ninety-ft 
divorces   have   been   granted   for  adulter}*.     The   others  have  beoJ 
granted  for  k%  intolerable  severity  "  (oftentimes,  no  doubt,  a  uput-ip 
job  "  to  accomplish  a  wicked  purpose),  for  tfc  desertion,' '  "  refusal  to 
support/'  and  other  like  frivolous  "causes,"  so  termed.

nington,  one  in  twenty;  Windham,  one  in  twenty-one;  Franklin,  one 
in  twenty-two ;  Chittenden,  one  in  twenty -four ;  Orleans,  one  in^ 
twenty-nine ;  and  Essex,  the  banner  county,  one  \n  forty- four,  having 
only  two  cases.  The  county  having  the  largest  number  of  divorce 
cases  before  its  courts  was  Rutland,  24 ;  the  next,  Windsor,  20;  tbe'^ 
next,  Lamoille,  19.  The  change  in  the  law  has  lessened  the  nifflh- 
ber  of  divorce  cases  somewhat ;  but  it  needs  a  more  rigorous  enforce- 
ment of  its  provisions  to  prevent  the  nauseating,  disgusting,  and 
demoralizing  exhibitions  of  conjugal  infelicity  and  infidelity  whiA* 
are  sometimes  displayed  in  the  consideration  of  these  cases  befo» 
our  courts.  It  would  seem  that  a  just  regard  for  decency  and 
morality  would  lead  the  courts  before  whom  these  eases  are  tried,  to 
shut  out  from  the  trial  everybody  save  the  parties  immediately  con- 
cerned in  them,  and  especially  the  young  people,  whose  prurient  curi- 
osity is  excited  to  witness  the  nastv  exhibition. 

DEATHS. 

The  whole  number  of  decedents  reported  in  1881  was  five  thousand 
five  hundred  and  fifty -seven  (.r>,f>57),  against  five  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty  (5,2*50)  in  1880.  The  number  per  quarter  was  one 
thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  (1,389)  ;  per  month,  four 
hundred  and  sixty-three  (403)  ;  per  week,  one  hundred  and  six  and 
eight-tenths  (106.8)  ;  per  day,  a  fraction  over  fifteen. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  whole  uuoiber  of  decedents  in  quin- 
quennial periods  during  the  twenty  years,  1857  to  1870  inclusive, 
and  for  each  year  since  that  period,  with  per  cent  ratio  of  deaths

The  total  number  of  decedents  during  the  twenty-live  years  cov- 
ered by  these  Registration  Reports  was  one  hundred  and  seventeen 
thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  (117,387).  The  average 
annual  number  of  decedents  for  the  same  period  was  four  thousand 
sis  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  four-tenths  (4,035.4),  or  an  average 
of  one  to  every  70.7  of  the  population  by  the  census  of  1880.  The 
death-rate  for  the  year  was  1.07,  against  1.57  for  1880. 

Ages. — The  average  age  of  all  the  decedents  ill  1881  was  39.49, 
against  41.47  for  1880  ;  showing  that,  while  the  number  of  decedents 
has  increased,  the  mortality  has  been  among  a  younger  class.  The 
greatest  average  by  counties  was  Windsor,  48.07;  last  year,  Orange, 
111.15:  then  follow,  Orange,  40.87;  Windham,  45.05;  Addison, 
44.71';  Lamoille,  41.42;  Washington,  40.96;  Essex,  3G.91  ;  Or- 
leans, 36.25  ;  Caledonia,  30.20  ;  Bennington,  35.30  ;  Rutland,  33.53  ; 
Chittenden,  33.07;  Franklin,  32.30  ;  Grand  Isle,  28.72. 

The  decedents  under  one  year  of  age  numbered  nine  hundred  and 
eighty-four  (981)  ;  last  year,  nine  hundred  and  fifty  (950},  —  showing 
considerable  increase  in  the  mortality  of  tliis  class.  Deducting  two 
hundred  and  forty-two  "  stillborn,"  the  decedents  of  this  age  from 
disease  were  seven  hundred  and  forty-two  (742),  or  more  than  one- 
eighth  of  the  entire  mortality  of  the  State.  The  following  table 
shows  the  mortality  or  the  State  at  different  ages  during  ttvfc  S^t 
years.  1877-1881  inclusive :  —

From  this  table  it  appears  that  the  number  of  decedents  under 
one  year  of  age  (4,410)  has  been  more  than  one-sixth  of  the  whole 
mortality  of  the  State,  that  the  number  of  decedents  under  Ave 
years  of  age  (6,757)  was  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  whole,  and 
that  the  number  of  persona  who  die  in  infancy  and  early  childhood 
(under  fifteen,  8,547)  is  fully  one-third  of  the  entire  mortality  of 
the  State.  These  are  facts  which  ought  to  awaken  earnest  investiga- 
tion, both  as  to  the  cause  aud  the  remedy.  We  confidently  believe 
there  is  no  substantial  reason  for  this  large  mortality  among  the  chil- 
dren of  the  State.  If  it  be  said  they  die  of  those  diseases  which 
are  peculiar  to  infancy  and  childhood,  that  they  are  specially  subject 
to  the  fatal  epidemics  of  scarlatina,  diphtheria,  etc.,  that  sometimes 
sweep  over  the  State  like  a  western  cyclone,  it  is  admitted ;  but, 
with  the  present  knowledge  of  the  causes  and  means  of  prevention  of 
these  epidemics,  their  mortality  can  be  reduced  by  hundreds,  if  not 
by  thousands,  and  their  destructive  ravages  mitigated,  if  not  stayed. 
These  epidemics  can  be  permitted  to  run  riot  among  the  families  of 
the  State,  clothing  them  with  the  habiliments  of  mourning  for  their 
loved  dead,  or  their  deadly  sting  can  be  extracted.  Hygienic  and 
sanitary  measures,  sanctioned  by  law,  and  carried  into  effect  by  its 
strong  arm,  will  accomplish  this  "  consummation  devoutly  to  be 
wished."  And  if  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  the  State  were  as  soli- 
citous for  the  lives  and  health  of  their  children  as  they  are  for  their 
horses  and  cattle  and  sheep,  and  wore  as  ready  to  provide  measures 
by  law  for  their  protection  from  the  lurking,  insidious  germs  of  dis- 
ease in  their  midst,  it  would  be  but  a  short  time  before  the  regis- 
tration reports  of  the  State  would  cease  to  record  this  enormous 
mortality  among  the  children.

The  diseases  of  the  State  are  grouped  into  five  classes. — 

CONSTITUTIONAL,  LOCAL,  DEVELOPMENTAL,  and  VRU.ENT.

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In  the  above  table,  wo  group  together  the  number  of  decedents 
in  each  of  sixteen  diseases  that  are  prevalent  in  the  State,  in  the 
order  of  their  fatality,  since  the  ooni  men  cement  of  these  Registration 
Reports  in  1857.  The  first  column  comprises  the  number  of  dece- 
dents in  each  disease  from  1857  to  187<j  inclusive,  the  second,  third, 
fourth,  fifth,  and  six,  the  numbers  for  1877,  1878,  1879,  1880,  and 
1881. 

The  whole  number  of  decedents  from  the  above  causes  during  the 
twenty-five  years  of  these  Registration  Reports  is  as  follows :  con- 
sumption, 19,505  ;  pneumonia,  8,032 ;  fevers,  7,095  ;  old  age,  7,118  ; 
diphtheria,  0,575;  heart  disease,  5,114  ;  scarlatina,  3,683  ;  infantile, 
3,583;  apoplexy,  '2,730;  dropsy,  2,675;  dysentery,  2,478;  cancer, 
2,85-1;  brain  disease,  2,010;  croup,  1,377;  paralysis,  1,796 1  cholera 
infantum,  1,411.  One  fact  is  very  apparent  from  these  figures; 
namely,  that  lung  diseases  are  by  far  the  most  prevalent  in  the  State. 
It  would  he  an  interesting  study  to  investigate  the  causes  of  this  fact, 
—  whether  it  be  iu  the  moist,  foggy  atmosphere  or  some  localities  in 
the  State  ;  or  whether  it  be  wholly  the  influence  or  the  result  or 
hereditary  taint;  or  whether  it  be  a  germ  or  spore  floating  in 
atmosphere,  the  product  of  some  decomposition,  or  of  some  chemical 
disorganization  ;  or  whether  it  he  neither.  Investigations  have  been 
undertaken  with  the  end  in  view,  to  discover  the  ultimate  cause  c 
consumption.  Theories  have  been  advanced,  —  plausible  theories, 
that  had  the  appearance  of  being  sound  and  well  based.  Therapeuti- 
cal indications  have  been  advanced.  Remedies  based  upon  these 
views  have  been  tested,  and  yet  the  number  of  decedents  from  lung 
diseases  is  not  materially  diminished.  Variations  in  number  occur 
from  year  to  year,  but  the  average  is  nearly  eight  hundred.  In 
State  the  population  does  not  increase  sufficiently  from  one  decade 
to  another  to  enable  us  to  say  that  lung  diseases  are  on  the  whole 
diminishing  iu  any  perceptible  degree. 

Old  Age.  — This  fruitful  source  of  reported  mortality  in  the  State 
occasioned  the  death  of  four  hundred  and  twenty  (-120)  between 
ages  of  sixty  and  a  hundred.  Old  Age  can  hardly  be  considered  a 
disease :  it  is  rather  a  general  decay  of  the  83"stem,  a  wasting  away 
of  the  vital  powers,  bringing  the  machinery  of  human  life  to 
stopping- pi  ace.  Six  have  passed  away  during  the  year  who  had  sur- 
vived a  century.  Peter  Trainer  of  Lunenburg,  Sept.  21,  105  years, 
months,  15  days;  Charles  Stebbins  of  Rutland,  103  years;  Isaac 
Farwell  of  Dorset,  101  years,  10  months,  10  days  ;  Zeruiah  Eaton  of 
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Danville,  101  years,  3  months,  20  days;  Jane  Phoebe  Goodwin  of 
Newbury,  101  years.  1  month  ;  Betsey  Koss  of  Ferrisbiirg,  100  years. 
Of  those  who  died,  two  hundred  and  five  (205)  were  males,  and  two 
hundred  and  eleven  (211)  were  females  ;  4  were  "  unknown."  Three 
hundred  and  twenty-three  were  over  eighty  years  of  age,  and  85  were 
over  seventy.  The  mortality  for  the  months  varied  from  28  in  June 
to  43  in  February,  the  large  majority  dying  in  the  colder  months  of 
the  year.  In  December,  January,  February,  and  March,  the  number 
of  decedents  was  153.  In  April,  May,  June,  and  July,  it  waa  125. 
In  August,  September,  October,  and  November,  it  waa  139.  The 
per  cent  of  all  decedents  was  7.55,  against  7.45  in  1880.

From  the  above  tables,  it  appears  that  lung  diseases  are  the  most 
prevalent  of  any  diseases  in  the  State;  and  that,  as  compared  with 
diseases  of  other  organs  of  the  system,  the  mortality  from  them  is  the 
greatest.  Other  diseases  vary  in  their  mortality  as  they  are  epidemic 
or  endemic;  but  these,  Consumption  and  Pneumonia,  carry  otf  about 
the  same  number  of  victims  year  by  year.  The  average  of  the  one 
is  about  eight  hundred,  of  the  other  about  three  hundred. 

TtwBOW  Fevf.b. — The  number  of  decedents  reported  from  this 
cause  during  the  year  was  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  (124)  ;  last 
year,  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  (13G).  Of  these,  49  were  males,  and 
)  were  females,  5  "  unknown."  Besides  these,  there  were  51  dece- 
its from1'  fever"  reported,  22  males  and  27  females,  2  "  unknown  •, " 
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13  from  bilious  fever,  of  which  7  were  males  and  6  females;  3  ft 
congestive  fever.  1  male and  2  females  ;  5  from  malarial  fever,  4nu 
and  1  female.  In  the  aggregate,  it  will  do  no  violence  to  anyrttto 
nosological  arrangement  to  place  them  together  ;  for  the  only  appr 
able  difference  between  them  is  in  their  local  manifestations.

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From  the  second  of  these  tables,  it  appears  that  the  greatest  fatality 
from  this  disease  was  between  the  ages  of  twenty  and  thirty.  The 
period  between  fifteen  and  twenty  stands  next,  and  these  two  periods 
comprise  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  number  of  decedents. 
Then  follow  those  under  live,  then  those  between  thirty  and  forty, 
then  those  between  sixty  and  seventy,  then  between  forty  and  fifty, 
then  between  ten  and  fifteen,  then  between  fifty  and  sixty,  then  between 
seventy  and  eighty,  then  between  five  and  ten,  and,  finally,  those  over 
eighty.  No  age  is  exempt  from  the  fatality  of  this  disease,  indicating 
that  there  are  other  than  hereditary  causes  for  its  presence  and  mortality. 
Hereditary  diseases  work  out  their  termination  with  the  greatest 
certainty  in  the  middle  ages  of  life,  or  in  its  approaching  maturity. 
Pneumonia  finds  its  most  abundant  harvest  in  infancy  or  in  mature 
age  ;  whilst  typhoid  fever,  like  the  scythe  of  Time,  cuts  down  6.M  «•%■£& 
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from  childhood  to  old  age.  It  is  miasmatic  in  its  origin. 
are  the  result  of  decomposing  filth.  Ordinarily  they  can  b 
some  neglected  cesspool,  to  impure  water,  to  a  malarial  swamp.! 
wheu  these  are  removed  or  purified,  the  mortality  of  the  discwii 
once  arrested.  No  facts  in  medical  science  are  better  esl»h& 
than  these.  The  disease  is  contagious  and  iufectious,  1ml  pr 
sanitary  and  hygienic  measures  will  destroy  both  the  contagion 
the  infection.  The  large  mortality  from  it  is  unnecessary.  A 
jority  of  this  large  number  of  deeedects  might  have  been  saved 
the  grasp  of  death.  But  the  measures  necessary  to  accompli 
object  bo  desirable  must  be  set  in  operation  by  legislation.  Tt 
thority  of  law  must  back  up  the  instructions  of  the  physician, 
hest  sanitary  and  hygienic  regulations  will  be  no  better  than  K\ 
sand  if  they  are  not  enforced  by  proper  legislation.

The  whole  number  of  decedents  from  Diphtheria  during  the  twenty- 
three  years  in  which  records  of  mortality  from  it  have  been  reported, 
is  six  thousand  live  hundred  (G,i<<)0).  The  six  southern  counties  of 
the  State,  containing  more  than  half  the  population  of  the  State  by  the 
last  census  (173,216),  report  the  largest  number  of  decedents  from  this 
cause,  three  thousand  three  hundred  and  ninety-five  (3,395),  against 
two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen  (2.916)  in  the  eight  remaining 
counties,  whose  population  is  159,070.  The  counties  of  the  State  in 
which  the  epidemic  marchings  of  this  disease  have  been  the  most  fatal 
during  this  period  of  years  are,  Windsor,  Windham,  and  Caledonia  ; 
and  these  are  also  the  counties  which  suffered  most  from  its  ravages 
in  1H62,  1868,  and  18G4,  when  the  mortality  from  Diphtheria  exceeded 
that  of  Consumption. 

Scarlatina.  — The  number  of  decedents  from  this,  cawse,  ftoxva^'CaK, 
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year  1881  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (138),  an  increase  from 
18«0,  when  it  was  ninety-six  (£>G).     Of  these,  68  were  males,  and  70 

were  females.     Ninety- three  were  under  five  years  of  age,  30  were 

under  ten,  10  were  under  fifteen,  and  the  remaining  5  were  under 

forty.

Three  points  are  noticeable  in  the  foregoing  table:  The  gradual  in 
rease  of  decedents  from  Scarlatina  from  18(53  (when  the  epidemic  o 
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)ipbtheria  had  reached  its  height,  ami  was  diminishing  in  its  mortality) 
172  (when  the  largest  number  of  decedents  from  it  were  reported)  ; 
b  gradual  subsidence  from  that  time  to  1676,  when  Diphtheria  began 
e  more  prevalent ;  aud  now  again,  in  1881,  the  number  of  its  dece- 
its is  increasing  somewhat,  but  in  different  portions  of  the  State 
a  those  where  Diphtheria  prevails.     The  two  arc  not  co-existent  in 
the  same  locality.     The  olhcr  point  is,  that  the  greatest   mortality 
from  this  disease  occurs  in  the  centres  of  population.

Bkight's  Disease.  —  The  decedents  from  this  disease  are  becoming 
more  numerous.  During  the  year  1881,  the  number  was  Qfty-nine 
(59),  of  which  33  were  males,  aud  25  were  females;  1  "unknown." 
In   1880  the  number  was  54,  and.  from  other  kidney  diseases,  52 ;  in 

1879,  86,  and  from  other  diseases  of  the  same  organs,  38  ;  in  1878,  32

five,  and  2  between  five  and  ten.  Of  those  dying  from  "  Kidney 
disease,"  49  were  over  sixty,  and  the  majority  of  them  over  seventy, 
2  were  under  five,  and  10  between  five  and  fifty.  The  majority  of 
them  died  in  the  warmer  months  of  the  year,  whilst  those  dying  from 

tBright's  Disease  are  scattered  quite  equally  through  all  the  months  of 
the  year. 
Diabetes.  — This  is  a  disease  closely  akin  to  Bright's  Disease,  and 
ia  increasing  in  the  number  of  its  decedents.  In  1877  the  number 
was  16  (10  males  aud  6  females),  in  1878  it  was  26  (20  maleB  and  6 
females),  in  1879  it  was  19  (12  males  and  7  females),  in  1880  it  was 
33  (24  males  and  9  females),  in  1881  it  was  21  (17  males  and  4 
females).  The  causes  which  contribute  to  this  increase  of  diseases  of 
the  kidneys,  special  and  general,  are  matters  or  interest,  both  to  the 

(profession  and  to  the  people. 
DrsKNTKRY.  —The  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause  for  the  year 
1881  was  66,  of  which  26  were  males  and  38  were  females  ;  2  unknown, 
Of  these,  one-half  were  under  five,  and  25  over  fifty.  All  save  eight 
died  in  the  months  of  July,  August,  September,  and  October.

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RESULTS    AND    OBSERVATIONS. 


DUBfltQ  the  year  ending  Dec.  81.  1882,  the  whole  number  or  births 
recorded  in  the  State  «m  sis  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-one 
(6,331 ) ,  of  which  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  (3,239) 
were  males,  and  three  thousand  and  seventy-eight  (3,078)  were 
females.  Or  14  the  sex  is  not  stated.  Compared  with  1881,  the 
Dumber  or  births  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  (-130)  less,  and  with 
1880  they  were  three  hundred  and  one  (301)  leas.  The  difference  in 
the  proportion  of  the  sexes  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  (161)  : 
in  1881  it  was  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  (224). 

Daring  the  snrae  period,  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  (2,883)  couples  were  married,  a  number  greater  by  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty  (120)  couples  than  in  188],  when  it  was  two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three  (2,763). 

The  number  of  decedents  for  the  same  period  was  five  thousand 
four  hundred  and  eighty-one  (5, -181),  of  which  two  thousand  six  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  (2.671 )  were  males,  and  two  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-one  (2,761)  were  females.  Of  49  the  sex  is  not 
stated.  Compared  with  1881,  the  number  of  decedents  was  seventy- 
six  (76)  less,  and  with  1880  two  hundred  and  twenty-one  (221)  greater. 

The  population  of  the  State  by  the  census  of  1880  was  332,286. 
There  was,  therefore,  during  the  year,  one  birth  to  every  52.5  of  the 
population,  against  one  to  every  49.1  in  1881,  and  one  to  every  50 
in  1880.  One  person  to  every  57.6  was  married  during  the  year. 
Tli<-ii'  crM  one  decedent  to  every  60.6  of  the  population,  against  one 
to  every  59  in  1881,  and  one  to  63.1  in  1880.

From  the  above  table  it  appears  that  the  whole  number  of  births 
in  the  State  during  the  twenty-six  years  covered  by  these  registration 
reports  is  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  thousand  three  hundred  and 
seventeen  (173,317),  which  exceeds  the  whole  number  of  decedents 
in  the  same  period  by  flfly  thousand  four  hundred  and  fuitv-nine 
(50,449),  Still-births  excluded,  these  figures  would  indicate  an 
increase  of  the  population  of  the  State  amounting  to  forty-si*  thou- 
sand two  hundred  and  one  (46,201)  in  this  period  ;  but  such  is  not 
the  fact.  Kmigration  has  depleted  more  rapidly  than  the  natural

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Tlu>  preponderance  of  births  in  the  last  six  months  of  the  year  is 
eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  eight  (8,108). 

Plural  Births.  — The  number  of  plural  births  reported  for  1882 
is  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (128),  against  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  (136)  in  1881.  Of  these,  78  were  males,  and  48  wen  Ihndet, 
with  2  reported  as  unknown,  or  one  to  49.5  of  all  births.  Three  of 
these  cases  were  triplets,  —  one  each  in  Chittenden,  Orleans,  and 
Washington  Counties.  The  largest  ntimber  of  these  births  was,  Rut- 
land County,  20;  then,  Windham,  18  ;  Windsor,  16;  l-'raiiklin,  14; 
Washington,  12;  Caledonia,  Chittenden,  and  Orleans,  each  10; 
Orange,  8;  Addison,  C;  Esses,  Grand  Isle,  Lamoille,  each  2;  Ben- 
ningluu,  none. 

During  the  twenty-six  years  covered  by  these  Registration  Reports, 
the  number  of  these  births  has  been  3,083,  of  which  1,323  were 
males,  and  1.S70  were  females. 

Illegitimates.  —  Seventy-six  (7(5)  ^legitimates  are  recorded  in 
1882,  against  forty-nine  (49)  in  1881.  Three  were  twin  eases.  Thirty- 
four  were  males,  aud  40  were  females  ;  2,  sex  unknown.  Every  county 
in  the  State  is  represented.  Franklin  County  taking  the  lead  with  11, 
Rutland  with  10,  Chittenden  with  9,  Caledonia  and  Windsor  with  8, 
and  the  other  counties  varying  from  2  to  6  each.

The  increase  of  illegitimate  births  is  a    sad    commentary 
morality  of  the  State. 

Stillborn.  —  The  number  for  1882  was  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
three  (223).     In  1881  it  was  two  hundred  and  forty-two  (242). 
these,  125  were  males,  and  98  were  females.    The  ratio  for  the  year 
one  to  every  28.8  of  all  births.     In  1881  it  was  one  in  27.9,  and,  in 
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1880,  one  in  37.4.  It  might  form  a  legitimate  subject  of  inquiry, — 
the  cause  of  this  large  number  of  "stillborn:  "  it  might  not  be 
readily  ascertained,  but  the  reply  would  be  likely  to  develop  some 
violations  of  the  laws  of  nature  or  of  man  which  would  nol  be  the 
most  pleasant  subject  of  contemplation.  It  can  hardly  be  possible 
that  all  the.se  223  cases  reported  as  "stillborn"  were  the  result  of 
natural  causes  ;  and  it  is  not  very  Battering  to  Puritan  morality  to 
suppose  tliat  any  proportion  of  them  was  the  result  of  direct  inter- 
ference with  the  natural  laws  of  reproduction,  either  by  self-infliction 
or  by  the  hand  of  others. 

Parentage.  —  Four  thousand  sis  hundred  and  forty  (4,610)  births 
are  recorded  as  American,  and  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  (1,937)  an  foreign,  with  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  (164)  as  un- 
known. The  largest  number  of  those  recorded  as  foreign  were  in 
Rutland  County,  393 ;  the  nest,  in  Chittenden  County,  2C3.  These 
counties  are  large  man  nfactu  ring  centres,  and  have  a  large  proportion 
of  the  foreign  population  of  the  State  in  their  borders.  Franklin 
Couniy  ranks  nest,  181  ;  then,  Orleans,  147;  Caledonia,  135;  Ben- 
nington, 118;  Addison.  79;  Windham,  59;  Windsor,  58;  Washing- 
ton, 57 ;  Essex,  39  ;  Orange,  38 ;  Grand  Isle,  33 ;  Lamoille,  27. 

The  native  population  of  the  Stnte,  according  to  the  census  of 
1880,  was  291,327,  and,  of  the  foreign  population,  40,959.  The 
number  of  births,  therefore,  according  to  the  population,  was,  Amer- 
ican, one  in  62,7,  and  of  the  foreign,  one  in  2G.8. 

MARRIAGES. 

The  whole  number  of  marriages  recorded  during  the  year  1882  was 
two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-three  (2,8*3)  couples,  against 
two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three  (2,763)  in  1881.  Of 
the  persons  married,  four  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty  (4,820) 
were  of  American  parentage,  and  eight  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
(879)  were  of  foreign  parentage.  A  mixing-np  of  nationalities  is 
apparent;  but  to  what  extent  the  statistics  at  hand  do  not  show, 
further  than  that  about  four-fifths  of  the  persons  married  were  of 
American  parentage,  and  that  only  about  one-tifth  were  of  foreign 
parentage  ;  or  that  2,410  marriages  were  American,  and  473  foreign 
and  unknown,  parentage.  Orleans,  Franklin,  and  Chittenden  Coun- 
ties take  the  lend  in  marriages  among  the  foreign  population,  and 
Windsor,  Washington,  Windham,  and  Franklin  take  the  lead  in 
those  among  the  American  population. 

Of  the  marriages  recorded  during  the  year,  two  thousand  two  hun- 
dred and  six  (2,206)  were  the  first  marriage  of  both.  \>8.t\.\fts -,  \3ft 
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bachelors  married  widows;  312  widowers  married  makls;  and  223 
were  tbe  subsequent  marriage  of  both  parties.  Of  the  first  marriage 
of  both  parties,  all  save  6  were  under  forty-five  years  of  age.  One 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty  men  between  twenty  and  thirty 
years  of  age  married  513  maids  under  twenty,  504  under  twenty-five, 
p]  under  thirty,  and  8  under  thirty-five.  Of  700  men  between  thirty 
and  thirty-five,  only  two  married  maids  above  that  age.  In  general 
the  first  marriages  were  with  maids  who  were  younger  in  years  than 
the  men.  Of  the  first  of  men,  and  subsequent  of  women,  t 
between  sixty-five  and  seventy  married  a  widow  thirty  to  thirty-five; 
2  men  between  twenty  and  twenty -five  married  widows  between  Tot 
five  and  fifty;  24  between  twenty-five  and  thirty  married  widoi 
older  than  themselves;  H  between  thirty  and  thirty-five  married 
widows  over  thirty-five.  The  majority  of  these  marriages,  however, 
were  with  maids  who  were  quite  near  the  age  or  younger  than  the 
bridegrooms.  Of  the  subsequent  of  men.  but  first  of  women,  I  be- 
tween twenty  and  thirty  married  n  maid  older  than  himself;  2  between 
twenty-five  and  thirty  married  maids  over  thirty;  1  between  thirty 
and  thirty-five  married  a  maid  forty  to  forty-five:  but  these  were  the 
exceptions  to  tbe  general  rule.  In  tbe  subsequent  marriage  of  both 
parties,  we  find  a  general  disposition  to  seek  partners  of  correspond- 
ing age.  In  only  five  instances  of  the  221  was  this  rule  transgressed. 
The  largest  number  of  marriages  occurred  in  the  mouths  of  Novem- 
ber, 382;  October,  303;  December,  280.  Begiuning  with  October 
and  ending  with  March  inclusive,  the  number  of  marriages  was  1,525, 
more  than  half  the  whole  number  for  the  year.  The  least  number  for 
any  month  was  in  July,  1C7.

Dnring  tbe  year  1882,  1G2  divorces  were  granted  by  tbe  courts 
of  the  State,  a  decrease  of  6  from  1881.  The  ratio  of  divorces  to 
marriages  iu  1881  was  one  to  every  l(i :  in  1882  it  was  one  to  every 
17.8.  Of  the  causes  of  divorce,  tiomty-one  only  were  for  •■  adultery," 
thirteen  were  for  "  desertion,"  forty-eight  for  "  intolerable  severity," 
re  for  "refusal  to  support,"  fifty-nine  for  "wilful  deser- 
tion;" and  the  remainder  were  granted  for  a  combination  ( 
several  "causes."

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We  are  pleased  to  observe  thai  public  attention  has  been  directed 
to  Hie  frequency  of  divorces  in  the  State,  and  that  the  moral  and 
Christian  sentiment  of  the  people  is  waking  up  to  the  subject.  The 
attempt,  in  the  Legislature  of  1  882,  to  increase  Hie  number  of  "  causes 
of  divorce  "  must  signally  failed,  showing  that  the  public  conscience 
is  aroused  to  the  necessity  of  stopping  the  avalanche  of  divorce  cases 
that  is  constantly  pouring  in  upon  our  courts,  lint  the  object  is  not 
yet  accomplished.  Divorces  are  obtained  too  easily.  More  rigid 
scrutiny  of  testimony  needs  to  be  exercised. 


The  whole  number  of  decedents  reported  in  1882  was  five  thousand 
four  hundred  and  eighty-one  (5,481 ),  against  Ave  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  (5,357)  iu  1881,  a  slight  decrease.  The  number 
per  quarter  was  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy  (1,370)  ;  per 
month  was  ['our  hundred  and  sixty-six  and  six-tenths  (4UG.6)  ;  per 
week,  one  hundred  and  five  and  four-tenths  (105.4)  ;  per  day,  a  frac- 
tion over  twelve. 

The  death-rate  for  the  year  was  1.65,  against  1.C7  for  1881. 

Ages. — The  average  age  of  all  the  decedents  in  1882  was  41.55, 
against  39.49  in  1881.  Thus,  while  the  number  of  decedents  slightly 
decreased  during  the  year,  the  average  age  of  the  decedents  increased. 
The  greatest  average  age  by  counties  was  in  Orange,  52.54  ;  last  year, 
Windsor,  I*. u7.

The  decedents  under  one  year  of  age  were  nine  hundred  and  eigh- 
teen (918)  ;  iu  1881,  niue  hundred  and  eighty-four  (984).  Deducting 
223,  the  number  of  "stillborn"  during  the  year,  the  decedents  from 
disease  under  one  year  of  age  were  six  bundled  and  ninety-live  (095), 
or  one-eighth  of  the  entire  mortality  of  the  State.  The  decedents  from 
one  to  two  years  of  age  was  216  ;  from  two  to  three,  108;  from  three 
to  four,  89  ;  from  four  to  five,  79  ;  from  five  to  ten,  183  ;  from  ten  to 
filteen,  137.  The  whole  number  of  decedents  between  one  and  five 
years  of  age  was  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  ten  (1,410)  :  in 
1881  it  was  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty-four  (1,454).  The 
decedents  under  live  comprise  one- fifth  of  the  mortality  of  the  Stale. 

BlOE- — The  number  of  males  reported  in  1882  was  Iwo  thousand 
six  hundred  and  seventy-one  (2,671),  and  of  females,  two  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  sixty-one  (2,701).  The  excess  of  females  was 
only  90,  against  122  in  1881.

CAUSES  OF  DEATH. 

No  epidemic  has  prevailed  during  the  year  1882.  In  the  class 
Zn'i-'ilic,  nine  hundred  and  thirty-one  (931)  decedents  are  recorded, 

which  is  less  by  one  hundred  aod  seventy  (170)  than  in  1*M.     The 
percentage  of  decedents  in  this  class  is  17.0,  against  19.81  i 

In  the  class  Constitutional,  the  number  of  decedents  was  one  thoa- 
sand  one  hundred  and  four  (1,104)  in  1882,  against  one  thousand 
one  hundred  and  fifty  (1,150)  in  1881.  The  percentage  of  decedents 
from  this  disease  in  1882  was  20.84,  against  20.CU  in  1881. 

In  the  class  Local,  the  number  of  decedents  was  two  thousand  awl 
sixty  five  (2.0G5),  an  increase  of  139  over  1881.  The  percentage  of 
decedents  in  this  class  was  37.fi3,  against  32.68  in  1881.

The  mortalily  for  the  months  was  25  in  July,  to  44  in  December,  all 
the  mouths  being  represented  with  remarkable  uniformity  throughout.

There  were 
18  deaths  last  your,  of  which  numlier,  7  were  of  persons  between 
eighty  and  eighty-seven  years  of  age,  3  persons"  between  seventy-two 
and  seventy-seven  years  of  age,  and  1  a  person  sixty-nine  years  of 
age,  leaving  but  seven  persons  who  died  at  ages  less  than  about  three- 
score and  ten  years  ;  in  other  words,  almost  two-thirds  of  those  dying 
were  seventy  years  of  age.  Since  this  year  opened,  three  ladies,  each 
nearly  ninety  years  of  age,  have  died.  There  arc  now  living  here  of 
very  aged  people,  Mr.  Samuel  Bailey,  aged  ninety  years,  a  mechanic 
aud  a  temperate  man  ;  Leicester  Emerson,  aged  eighty-eight  years,  a, 
farmer,  also  temperate;  Charles  Buck,  aged  over  eighty  years,  still 
carries  on  his  farm,  aud  is  a  man  of  temperate  habits ;  Hannah  Saw- 
yer, over  eighty  years  old  ;  Slariel  Sherwin,  eighty-seven  ;  and  quite 
a  number  of  persons  born  and  living  here  who  are  eighty  years  old, 
or  quite  near  that  Ggure. 

Paralysis.  —  The  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause  during  the 
year  J88S  was  250,  against  135  in  1881.  Of  these,  130  were  males, 
and  120  were  females.  Nine  are  reported  as  under  twenty  years  of 
»gc,  2  of  which  were  under  five.  Fifty-five  were  over  eighty,  99  be- 
tween seventy  and  eighty,  40  between  sixty  and  seventy,  27  between 
fifty  and  sixty,  and  the  remainder  under  fifty.  The  months  are  all 
represented,  the  largest  mortality  being  in  July  and  December,  each 
86;  then  October,  25;  August,  24  ;  June,  23  ;  May  aud  April,  22; 
September,  20  ;  November,  18  ;  March,  17;  January,  14  ;  February, 
1:1.  The  largest  mortality  by  counties  was,  Rutland,  37  ;  then,  Wind- 
sor, :;.".  ;  Windham,  32;  Orleans,  22;  Chittenden,  21  :  Addison,  20; 
Orange,17;  Frankliu,lC;  Bennington,  15  ;  Caledonia  and  Washing- 
ton, 12  ;  Lamoille,  7  ;  Essex,  3  ;  Grand  Isle,  none.  The  percentage 
of  decedents  from  this  cause  in  1882  was  04.50. 

Heart  Disease.  —  The  decedents  from  this  disease  during  the  year 
1882  were  three  hundred  aud  fifty-seven  (357).  The  number  in  1881 
was  three  hundred  and  fifty- live  (355).     In  1880  it  was  three  luuvhi-A 
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and  foorteen  (314).  Of  these.  173  were  males,  and  184  were  females. 
The  equably  of  the  sexes  is  noticeable,  Forty-seven  are  reported  at 
o*er  eighty.  III  over  sereoty.  80  over  sixty,  39  over  fifty.  28  over 
forty.  19  over  twenty,  18  trader  five,  sod  13  between  Are  and  twenty.

Pvarjifona. — The  Dumber  of  decedents  from  this  cause  in  1882 
was  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  (434).  of  which  two  hundred  and 
twenty  (220)  were  males,  and  two  hundred  and  fourteen  (211)  were 
females.  This  includes  the  decedents  from  Pncumonia-typhoides, 
which,  is  a  technical  term  for  the  low  grade  of  fever  which  accom- 
panies the  Pneumonia.  It  does  not  include  those  decedents  which 
are  classed  nnder  the  general  head  of  "Lungs,  disease  of."  The 
numlxT  of  these  during  the  year  was  teventy-txco,  of  which  35  were 
males,  and  37  were  females.  Thirty-four  of  these  were  under  live 
years  of  age,  22  over  sixty,  12  over  twenty,  and  2  over  five.  The 
largest  mortality  was  in  December,  1 1  ;  and  the  smallest  in  July, 
April,  and  October.  Of  the  decedents  from  Pneumonia,  87  were 
nnder  five,  51  were  over  eighty,  96  were  over  seventy.  66  over  sixty, 
42  over  fifty,  27  over  forty,  33  over  twenty.  13  over  five,  and  19 
between  five  and  twenty.  The  counties  were  represented  as  fol- 
lows: Rutland,  60;  Windham,  62;  Caledonia.  47;  Bennington.  t4; 
Chittenden  and  Washington,  each  40;  Windsor,  39;  Orleans,  3.i ; 
Addison  and  Franklin,  each  29  ;  Orange,  28  ;  Lamoille,  1 7  ;  Grand 
Isle,  9  ;  Essex,  7.  The  whole  number  of  decedents  from  Pneumonia 
during  the  twenty-six  years  covered  by  these  Registration  Reports 
is  eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-six  (8,546),  or  an  average 
of  336.4  per  year.  The  table  of  ages  of  decedents  shows  that  nearly 
one-half  of  them  were  over  fifty  years  of  age,  that  more  than  oue- 
quarter  were  under  five  years  of  age.  Pneumonia  may,  then,  be  con- 
sidered as  representing  the  extremes  of  age;  whilst  Consumption, 
which  will  next  come  under  our  observation,  is  more  especially  fatal 
to  those  of  middle  age. 

Cqnwmition. —  The  whole  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause 
during  the  year  was  seven  hundred  and  eighty -six  (786),  of  which 
two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  (21)9)  were  males,  and  four  hundred  and 
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eighty-seven  (487)  were  females.  In  1881  the  number  was  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-one  (821),  The  excess  of  females  is  a  noticeable 
feature  in  the  registration  of  this  disease  for  several  years  past. 
The  whole  number  of  male  decedents  registered  during  the  years 
1857-1882  inclusive,  was  eight  thousand  and  lifty-six  (8,056),  and 
the  number  of  females  was  twelve  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
five  (12,195),  an  excess  of  females  of  four  thousand  one  hundred  and 
thirty-nine  (4,1311.)  Of  the  decedeutB  in  1882,  84  were 'over  eighty, 
90  were  over  seventy,  84  over  sixty,  73  over  fifty,  83  over  forty,  112 
over  thirty,  160  over  twenty,  55  over  fifteen,  20  over  ten,  10  over 
five,  and  48  under  five.  The  mortality  by  months  was,  April,  85  ; 
last  year,  June,  82  ;  May.  83  ;  June,  76 ;  September,  74 ;  April,  73  ; 
Angnst  and  October,  70;  January,  55;  December,  51 ;  November, 
50;  July,  411;  February,  48.  llv  counties  the  mortality  was,  Rut- 
land, 90  ;  last  year,  Chittenden,  96 ;  Chittenden,  89  ;  Caledonia,  75  ; 
Windsor,  72;  Orange,  67;  Windham,  66;  Orleans,  03  j  Franklin, 
61;  Addison,  54;  Washington,  53;  Bennington,  49  ;  Lamoille,  30 ; 
Essex,  13  ;  Grand  Isle,  3.  Of  the  male  decedents  109  were  between 
fifteen  and  forty,  and  of  the  females,  235  were  between  those  ages. 

The  percentage  of  decedents  from  Consumption  'luring  the  year 
was  14.36.  The  uniformity  of  mortality  from  this  disease  one  year 
with  another  is  noticeable.  It  varies  slightly  from  an  annual  aver- 
age of  eight  hundred,  and  its  congener,  Pneumonia,  slightly  from  an 
average  of  three  hundred  per  annum.  Neither  of  them  belongs  to 
the  class  of  epidemics.  Both,  despite  nil  the  "  preventives"  and 
"  cures  "  with  which  the  country  aiiounds,  despite  all  the  "  theories  " 
and  "  speculations  "  of  medical  science,  marshal  their  usual  number 
of  victims  at  the  close  of  each  year.  The  first.  Consumption,  is  the 
single  cause  of  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  the  census 
of  1880  in  the  United  States.  The  number  reported  was  forty  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  nineteen  (40,619)  males,  and  fifty  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirty-two  (oO.'.J :'.:.')  females,  giving  a  proportion  of  124.75 
per  thousand  of  all  deaths,  or  a  little  over  twelve  percent.  Consump- 
tion and  "  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system  "  comprise  the  majority 
of  decedents  in  all  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  Union.  Even 
those  States  the  climate  of  which  is  alleged  to  lie  socially  favorable 
to  the  cure  or  the  amelioration  of  lung  dilllculties,  report  a  larger 
number  of  decedents  from  these  causes  than  from  any  other.  Con- 
sumption and  its  congeners  are  the  special  inheritance  of  the  United 
States,  and  there  is  no  locality  which  can  claim  entire  exemption 
from  their  fatality. 

Tirsom  Ft.vtK.  —  The  number  of  decedents  reported  from  Was. 
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cause  during  the  year  1882  was  one  hundred  and  fourteen  (114); 
last  year  one  hundred  and  twenty -four  (124).  Of  these,  61  were 
males,  and  53  were  females.  Besides  these,  there  were  45  decedents 
from  "  Fever,"  13  males  and  32  females  ;  12  from  "  Bilious  Fever," 
7  males  and  5  females;  16  from  il  Gastric  Fever,"  3  males  and  13 
females;  1  from  "  Intermittent  Fever."  a  female;  11  from  "Puer- 
peral Fever,"  females ;  and  2  from  "  Typhus  Fever,"  female*.  The 
whole  number  of  decedents  from  "  Fever,"  therefore,  reported  during 
the  year,  was  two  hundred  and  one  (2(H).  The  per  cent  of  deaths 
from  Typhoid  Fever  was  2.13.  The  largest  proportion  of  the  dece- 
dents was  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and  thirty,  and  in  the  three 
months.  September,  October,  and  November.  By  counties  the  mor- 
tality was  the  greatest  in  Rutland  County,  18  ;  then,  Bennington,  14  ; 
Orleans  and  Orange,  each  12;  Washington  and  Windham,  each*; 
Windsor,  Lamoille,  Caledonia,  each  7  ;  Addison,  6  ;  Essex,  S;  Frank- 
lin and  Grand  Isle,  each  1.  By  the  census  of  1880,  the  whole  number 
of  decedents  reported  from  Typhoid  Fever  during  that  year  in  the 
United  States  was  twenty-two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five  (22,- 
005),  or  in  the  proportion  of  31.21  per  thousand  of  all  deaths.  The 
fact  is  made  prominent  by  that  census,  that  Typhoid  Fever  is  not 
especially  a  disease  of  the  larger  cities,  but  that  it  is  "  more  preva- 
lent in  the  small  towns  and  rural  districts  which  have  no  geueral 
water-supply  or  systems  of  sewerage,  but  obtain  their  water  from 
springs  and  wells,  and  observe  the  usual  custom  of  storing  excreta 
in  cesspools  or  vaults."  In  the  larger  cities,  sanitary  precautions 
are  understood  to  be  of  vital  importance,  and  are  more  or  less  thor- 
oughly carried  into  effect;  but  in  the  country,  rural  districts,  little 
attention  is  paid  to  such  means  of  preventing  contagion.  And  hence 
the  difference  in  mortality,  the  cities  showing  a  mortality  of  about 
16.0  to  22.0  per  thousand,  while  in  the  rural  districts  the  deaths 
amounted  to  19.0  to  30.0  per  thousand,  —  an  unanswerable  argument 
in  favor  of  a  State  Board  of  Health. 

Diphtheria.  —  The  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause  during 
the  year  1882  was  two  hundred  and  four  (204),  of  which  one  hun- 
dred and  one  (101)  were  males,  and  one  hundred  and  three  I 
were  females.     In   1881  the  number  was  two   hundred    and    tbirt 
three  (233).     Of  this  number  94  were  under  five  years  of  age, 
under  ten,  26  were  between  ten  and  fifteen,  14  between  fifteen  8 
twenty,  and  the  balance  were  over  twenty,  including  1  over  eij 
During  the  tirst  six  months  of  the  year,  the  decedents  were 
during  the  latter  half,  95.     By  counties  the  mortality  was,  Cfttedoni*) 
39  ;  Washington,  35  ;  Addison,  21  ;  Orange,  20  ;  Rutland,  18 ;  Chit- 
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tend  en.  1.5  ;  Bennington,  14  ;  Orleans,  II;  Franklin,  10;  Windham, 
8 :  Essex  and  Windsor,  each  G  ;  Grand  Isle,  2  ;  Lamoille,  none.  The 
census  for  1*80  shows  that  the  proportion  of  deaths  in  the  United 
States  during  that  year  was  52.32  per  thousand;  and  that,  of  the 
nnmber,  twenty  thousand  and  thirty-five  (211,035)  were  under  five 
years  of  age.  The  largest  mortality  was  in  the  smaller  towns  and 
rural  districts,  varying  from  40. 0  per  thousand  in  the  cities,  save  New 
Orleans,  to  81.0  per  thousand  in  the  rural  districts.  In  New  Orleans 
the  mortality  was  13.74  per  thousand,  while  in  the  remainder  of  the 
State  it  was  i'2.27  per  thousand,  —  a  ditference  owing  mainly  to  sani- 
tary arrangements. 

Scarlatina. —  The  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause  during 
the  year  1882  was  only  eighty-two  (82),  a  large  decrease  from  last 
year,  when  it  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  (138).  Of  this  num- 
ber, '47  were  males,  and  85  were  females.  The  mortality  from  both 
these  epidemic  and  contagious  diseases,  Diphtheria  and  Scarlatina,  is 
decreasing,  mainly  from  the  better  knowledge  of  the  sanitary  precau- 
tions necessary  for  that  purpose.  It  has  come  to  be  well  understood 
that  medical  treatment  is  less  important  in  the  control  of  these  dis- 
eases than  sanitary  measures;  and  that,  without  the  latter,  their  work 
of  death  will  continue  indefinitely.  Of  the  decedents,  43  were  under 
five  years  of  age,  2'J  were  under  ten,  8  under  fifteen,  and  1  under 
tweni  \ .  The  largest  mortality  was  in  the  months  of  March  and  June, 
the  least  in  July  and  August,  and  in  Windsor,  Rntlaud,and  Benning- 
ton Counties. 

The  main  facts  in  the  history  of  this  disease,  from  1857  to  1882  in- 
clusive, are  presented  in  the  following  table:  — 
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Contrary  to  the  rule  which  Diphtheria  is  ascertained,  by  the  census 
of  1680,  to  follow,  tbe  greatest  mortality  from  Scarlatina  in  this  Slate 
occurs  in  the  centres  of  population,  rather  than  in  the  rural  districts. 
The  mortality  is  comparatively  small  outside  of  the  more  thickly  set- 
tled localities. 

Bright' s  Disease.  — The  decedents  from  this  disease  are  increas- 
ing. The  number  for  1882  was  eighty-six  (86),  against  59  in 
1881.  Of  these,  52  were  males,  and  24  were  females.  Of  the  males. 
40  were  over  sixty  years  of  age,  and  of  the  females,  22  were  over 
forty.  The  active  mortality  from  Kidney  Diseases,  including  Diabe- 
tes, which  is  near  akin  to  Bright's  Disease,  during  the  year,  was  one 
hundred  and  seventy-three  (173),  of  which  118  were  males,  and  55 
were  females.  Of  those  dying  from  Diabetes,  18  were  males,  and  5 
were  females ;  14  were  under  thirty  years  of  age.  and  9  over  fifty.  Of 
the  decedents  from  Kidney  Disease,  48  were  males,  and  16- were 
females,  and  49  were  over  sixty  years  of  age  ;  32  died  in  the  first  half  of 
the  year,  and  32  in  tbe  last  half  of  the  year.  Of  the  decedents  from 
Diabetes,  none  died  in  January  or  November ;  2  in  June ;  10  in  Feb- 
ruary, March,  April,  and  May;  and  11  in  tbe  remaining  months  of  the 
year.  Of  those  dying  from  Bright'*  Disease,  tbe  largest  number  was 
in  March.  10,  and  the  least  in  May,  3.  Diseases  of  the  kidneys  are 
evidently  increasing  in  the  State;  and  the  precautions  which  life-in- 
surance companies  arc  taking  to  require  an  examination  of  the  urine 
as  a  preliminary  in  issuing  policies,  is  not  only  proper,  but  neces- 
sary. The  question.  Why  are  these  diseases  so  prevalent?  is  one  wbieh 
ought  to  receive  careful  consideration  by  the  medical  profession.  How 
to  prevent  these  diseases  is  full  as  important  as  how  to  cure  tbein, 
for  medical  treatment  seldom  avails  much  against  their  progress, 

fin. 1. 1. in  Infantum. — Tbe  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause 
during  the  year  1882  was  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  (132),  against 
one  hundred  and  seventy-one  (171)  in  1881.  Of  these,  82  were  males, 
and  50  were  females,  and  all  save  one  under  five  years  of  age.  The 
majority  died  in  the  months  of  August  and  September,  32  and  47 
respectively ;  12  died  in  July,  and  14  in  October.  The  largest  mor- 
tality was  in  Rutland  County,  27,  and  the  least  in  Orleans  t'-mnty. 
2.  Grouping  together  the  diseases  peculiar  to  infancy,  we  ton"  ilia' 
918  died  under  one  year  of  age,  216  from  one  to  two  years,  108  from 
two  to  three,  89  from  three  to  four,  and  79  from  four  to  five ;  or  that 
25.72  per  cent  of  nil  decedents  were  under  five  years  of  age.  Of 
these,  750  were  males,  nud  G13  were  females.  By  counties,  the  mor-

In  the  claw  of  dbeaaea  affecting  the  brain  or  Us  meninges,  or  refer- 
able to  it,  we  find  7  decedents  from  EptUpty.  3  males  and  4  females ; 
5  from  Hgdroetpkalva,  3  males  and  t  females  ;  ten  from  Insanity,  5 
males  and  ■>  females.  And  here,  at  looking  npon  the  question. of 
Insanity  in  its  curative  relations,  we  quote  the  following  from  the 
'•  VooSOB  Times,"  relative  to  insanity  in  France :  — 

"  One  of  trie  most  striking  features  of  modern  Frencti  life  is  the  rapid 
Increase  of  insanity,  the  number  of  cases  of  which,  and  especially 
those  Induced  by  alcoholism,  is  becoming  larger  each  year.  During 
IWW2.  then  were  13, 434  admissions  into  the  asylums,  of  which  10,184 
were  new  cases ;  the  total  number  under  treatment  in  the  year  treing 
,riH,7';i),  of  which  about  27,000  were  men,  nnd  31,000  women,  showing 
that  female*  are  more  liable  to  the  disease.  That  they  are  less  iu- 
finenoed  by  treatment  is  shown  by  the  fact,  that  the  average  duration  of 
treatment  for  men  is  270  days,  while  for  women  it  is  295.  The  fol- 
lowing statistic*  represent  the  character  of  the  brain  diseases,  and  the 
average  time  that  onch  class  requires  for  supervision  in  the  asylums : 
Simple  Insanity,  33,62!)  patients,  average  time,  287  days;  soften- 
ing of  bruin,  and  paralysis,  8,6G5,  average  time,  250  days;  senile 
dementia,  (,495,  average  time,  289  days ;  idiots  and  cretins,  5,377, 
average  time,  298  days.

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Dcking  the  year  ending  Dec.  31 ,  1883,  the  whole  number  of  births 
rcootctod  to  the  State  was  six  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
(6,559),  of  which  three  thousand  four  hundred  and  seven  tv-onc 
(3,471)  were  males,  and  three  thousand  and  seventy -a  even  (3,077) 
were  females,  eleven  (11)  unknown.  Compared  with  1882,  the  number 
of  births  was  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  (220)   greater,  and  with 

1881  it  was  two  hundred  and  two  (202)  less.     The  difference  in  the 
proportion  of  the  sexes  was  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  (394),  in 

1882  it  was  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  (151). 

During  the  same  period,  the  number  of  couples  married  was  two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six  (2,836),  a  number  less  by  47 
couples  than  in  1882,  when  it  was  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-three  (2,883). 

The  number  of  decedents  for  the  same  period  was  five  thousand 
two  hundred  and  four  (5,204),  of  which  two  thousand  five  hundred 
and  filly-one  (2,3.11)  were  males,  and  two  thousand  sis  hundred  and 
eighteen  (2,(118)  were  females.  Of  35  the  sex  is  not  stated.  Com- 
pared with  1882  the  number  of  decedents  was  277  less,  and  with 
1881  it  w;ls  353  less. 

The  population  of  the  State  by  the  census  of  1880  was  332,286. 
There  was,  therefore,  during  the  year,  one  birth  to  every  50.6  of  the 
population,  against  one  to  every  52.5  in  1882,  and  one  to  every  49.1 
in  1881.  One  person  in  every  73.3  was  married  during  the  year, 
against  one  to  every  57.6  in  1S82.  There  was  one  decedent  to  every 
63.8  of  the  population,  against  one  to  every  60. (i  in  1882,  and  one  to 
every  59.0  in  1881.  These  figures  indicate  a  decrease  of  mortality  in 
the  State  for  the  last  two  years.

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Bat  the  census  of  1880  does  not  establish  the  fact.  Vermont  is 
depleted  by  emigration  faster  than  the  natural  increase  of  population 
supplies  the  deficiency.  The  sons  and  daughters  of  Vermont  are 
scattered  all  over  the  United  States.  They  remain  under  the  paternal 
roof  only  long  enough  to  begin  to  feel  the  expansion  and  inspiration 
of  youth,  and  to  gather  momentum  from  the  rapid  progress  of  the 
age,  when  they  fly  away  like  young  birds  from  the  mother's  nest, — 
sail  out  upon  the  broad  world,  and  try  their  own  strength  and  nerve. 

Sex.  — The  proportion  of  the  sexes  born  during  the  year  1883  was 
one  hundred  and  twelve  (112)  males  to  every  one  hundred  females, 
or  55.4  males  to  44.6  females.

In  1882  Grand  Isle  was  the  most  prolific  in  proportion  to  popula- 
tion;  this  year,  Chittenden  takes  the  lead,  and  Grand  Isle  becomes 
fourth  in  the  list.  Orange  is  the  least  prolific,  as  it  was  also  last 
year. 

The  greatest  number  of  births  in  one  month  was  in  August,  636  ; 
last  year,  March,  576.  Next  in  order  are,  September,  632  ;  October, 
607;  July.  G01  ;  April,  550 ;  March,  520;  November,  519;  Decem- 
ber, 518  :  May,  510  ;  June,  503 ;  January,  452  ;  February,  404.  The 
number  for  the  third  quarter  was  the  largest,  1,869,  as  in  1882  ;  then 
follows  the  fourth,  1,641;  then  second,  1,563;  then  first,  1,376.

Windham  and  Chittenden,  each  5;  Addison,  Bennington,  Caledonia, 
Orleans,  each  4  ;  Franklin  and  Orange,  each  3  ;  Grand  Isle  and  Wash 
i  rig  ton,  each  2.  The  whole  number  of  these  births  reported  during 
the  twenty-seven  years  of  this  registration  is  one  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  fifty-four  (1,454),  or  about  one  in  124  of  all  births.

Parentage.  —  Four  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty -sever

number  was  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  forty  (4,640)  American, 
and  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty-seven  (1,527)  foreign.

Of  the  persons  married,  four  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  sixty-five  (4.GG5)  are  reported  as  of  Americt 
parentage,  and  nine  hundred  and  forty-six  (D46)  as  of  foreign  parent- 
age. In  1882  the  number  was  four  thousand  eight  hundred  i 
twenty  (4.820)  of  American  parentage,  and  eight  hundred  i 
seventy-nine  (879)  of  foreign  parentage.  The  proportions  are  about 
the  same  for  each  year :  the  statistics  do  not  show  any  marked 
increase  of  marriages  of  foreign  parentage.  Orleans,  Franklin,  atic 
Chittenden  take  the  lead  in  marriages  among  the  foreign  population,— 
196,  1 7H,  and  116  respectively.     Windsor,  Rutland,  and  Chittenden 
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take  the  lead  in  marriages  among  the  American  population,  —  528, 
492,  and  453  respectively.

Ten  hundred  and  thirty-five  between  twenty  and 
twenty-five  married  455  maids  under  twenty;  509  from  twenty  to 
twenty-five;  (il  from  twenty-five  to  thirty;  3  from  thirty  to  thirty- 
five  ;  and  1  from  thirty-five  to  forty.  Seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven 
between  twenty-five  and  thirty  married  195  under  twenty  ;  359  betweeu 
twenty  and  twenty -live;  151  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  ;  14  from  thirty 
to  thirty-five;   and  5  from  thirty-five  to  forty-live.

.  During  the  year  ending  Dec.  31,  1883,  the  number  of  divorces 
granted  by  the  courts  of  Vermont  was  one  hundred  and  seventy-three. 
an  increase  of  eleven  over  1882,  when  it  was  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  (162).  It  was  one  to  every  16.4  of  the  whole  number  of  marriage* 
in  the  State.  Of  the  "  causes  of  divorce,"  4«,  or  less  than  one 
quarter,  were  for  "  adultery  ;  "  38  for  "  intolerable  severity ;  "  13  for 
"  desertion  ;  "  47  for  "  wilful  desertion  ;  "  2  for  "  bigamy  ;  "  12  lor 
"  severity  ;  "  8  for  "  refusal  to  support ;  "  and  4  for  a  mixed  cause. 
"wilful  desertion  and  refusal  to  support."  The  number  of  "  causes " 
is  somewhat  lessened,  which  may  be  regarded  as  an  indication  of 
an  awakening  public  sentiment  against  divorces  for  any  other  causs 
than  "adultery."

Old  Age. —This  can  hardly  l>e  considered  as  a  disease.  The 
gradual  wasting  away  of  the  powers  of  life  is  Nature's  process  of 
easing  the  pathway  to  the  tomb,  —  liberating  the  spirit  from  its  bond- 
age in  the  body,  as  the  daylight  gradually  passes  into  the  darkness 
of  night.  Yet  it  is  enumerated  among  the  "  causes  of  death  ;  "  but 
it  gives  an  indication  of  the  healthfulness  of  the  Green  Mountain 
climate,  the  tendency  to  longevity  among  the  dwellers  among  the 
mountains,  the  green  hills,  and  the  pleasant  valleys.  The  little  town 
of  Maidstone,  located  in  the  bold  lumber -regions  of  North  uMtao 
Vermont,  with  less  than  three  hundred  inhabitants,  is  the  bnnner- 
town  of  the  State  for  longevity,  having  sheltered  William  Masters, 
perhaps,  during  all  his  lifetime,  or  secured  him  as  one  of  her  citizens 
from  a  foreign  shore,  and  buried  him  at  last,  after  having  survived  a 
century,  with  eleven  years  and  two  months  added  to  it :  Brattlelwro' 
is  second  in  this  list,  with  Sally  Stoekwell  at  104  years  and  5  months  : 
Burlington  is  third,  with  Sarah  Whipple  at  103  years,  8  months,  and 
14  days  ;  then  Colchester,  with  Joseph  Savillc  at  102  years,  and  Mar- 
garet Grovner  at  101  ;  then  Swanton.  with  Joseph  Graves  at  101.

The 
equality  of  the  sexes  will  be  noticed  in  contrast  with  the  record  in 
Consumption.  In  1883  the  number  was  434,  showing  an  increase  of 
95  in  the  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause  during  the  year  1883. 
The  largest  mortality  was  in  March,  96  ;  then,  April,  92  ;  May,  53  ; 
December,  48;  January,  44;  November,  41;  February,  37;  June, 
35  ;  October,  31  ;  July  and  September,  each  17  ;  August,  8.  During 
the  spring  months,  the  mortality  was  241,  or  nearly  one-half;  during 
the  winter  months,  129  ;  during  the  fall  months,  89  ;  during  the 
summer  months,  60.  The  coming  spring  and  the  opening  year  are 
the  most  fatal  periods  in  Pneumonia.  By  counties  the  mortality  was 
as  follows :  Rutland,  63  ;  Windsor,  54  ;  Caledonia,  51  ;  Washington, 
50;  Orange,  49;  Chittenden,  42;  Windham,  41;  Franklin,  54; 
Orleans,  33  ;  Addison,  32  ;  Bennington,  28  ;  Lamoille,  26  ;  Essex, 
12;  Grand  Isle,  5. 

The  aggregate  of  all  decedents  from  this  cause  during  the  years 
1857-1883  inclusive,  at  different  ages  in  five  quinquennial  periods, 
1857-1881,  and  also  the  numbers  for  1882  and  1883,  will  be  found  in 
the  following  table  :  — 
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Consomition. — The  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause  during 
the  year  1883  was  seven  hundred  and  sixty-three  (763),  against  786 
in  1882.  Of  these,  284  were  males,  and  479  were  females.  Thirty- 
three  are  reported  as  under  five  years  of  age,  2  between  Ave  and  ten. 
22  over  ten,  55  over  fifteen,  188  over  twenty,  124  over  thirty.  73  over 
forty,  60  over  fifty,  82  over  sixty,  81  over  seventy,  33  over  eighty, 
and  9  of  unknown  age.  By  months  the  mortality  was  as  follows: 
March,  89  ;  May,  80;  August,  75;  April,  70;  June  and  July,  each  66 ; 
December,  (14;  November,  55  ;  October,  53;  January,  52  \  Neptcui- 
ber,  47  ;  February,  45.  By  counties,  Chittenden,  105  ;  last  year  8, 
Rutland  ;  then,  Rutland,  *9  ;  Washington,  76  ;  Windham,  73  ;  Wind- 
sor, 62  ;  Orleans,  56  ;  Caledonia,  55  ;  Franklin,  54  ;  Bennington,  52; 
Orange,  48;  Addison,  42;  Lamoille,  31  ;  Grand  Isle.  12;  Essex,  7. 

The  following  table  shows  (he  aggregate  of  all  the  decedents  from 
this  cause  in  five  quinquennial  periods  at  different  ages,  from  1857  to 
1881  inclusive,  and  also  the  numbers  for  1882  and  1883  ;  — 
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Typhoid  Fever. —  The    number  of  decedents  reported    (ton   (hi* 
cause  for  1883  is  ninety-nine  (99) ,  52  males  and  47  females.     The  num- 
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ber  for  1882  was  114,  indicating  a  decrease  in  the  mortality  from  this 
disease.  Besides  these,  40  decedents  are  reported  from  Feirer,  7  from 
Bilious  Fever,  17  from  Gastric  Fever,  1  from  Puerperal,  1  from  lit- mil- 
ten!,  and  1  from  Typhus  Fever,  making  the  whole  number  of  decedents 
from  Feoer.  166,  against  201  in  1882.  The  largest  proportion  of 
decedents  from  Typhoid  Fever  was  between  the  ages  of  fifteen  and 
thirty  ;  from  Qaatric  Fever,  over  forty.  From  Feoer,  all  ages  are  rep- 
resented. The  majority  of  Typhoid  patients  died  in  the  last  half  of 
the  year:  those  from  Fever  were  scattered  about  equally  daring  the 
year.  By  counties  the  largest  mortality  was  in  Rutland,  20;  then, 
Bennington,  13;  Orange,  10;  Addison  and  Washington,  each  9; 
Chittenden  and  Windham,  each  7  ;  Caledonia,  (i ;  Frnnklin  and  Wind- 
sor, each  5.  It  is  a  gratifying  fact,  that  the  mortality  from  this  dis- 
ease is  decreasing;  and  that,  where  it  is  largely  prevalent  in  any 
locality,  few  people  die  from  it  in  comparison  with  its  fatality  in  years 
past.  At  the  present  time,"  a  half-dozen  decedents  represent  nearly 
as  many  hundred  cases  of  sickness  from  it ;  and  its  viruleuey  is  miti- 
gated by  the  increased  knowledge  of  hygienic  and  sanitary  preoau- 

Diphtiieria.  —  During  the  year  1883,  only  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  (127)  decedents  from  Diphtheria  are  reported  in  the  State, 
showing  a  decrease  in  its  mortality  of  77,  as  compared  with  1882, 
and  of  106  as  compared  with  1881.  Of  these,  GO  were  males,  and 
67  were  females;  46  were  under  five  years  of  age,  39  were  under 
ten,  20  were  between  ten  and  fifteen,  II  between  fifteen  and  twenty, 
6  between  twenty  and  thirty,  2  between  thirty  and  forty,  1  between 
forty  and  fifty,  and  2  over  sixty.  By  months  the  largest  number  died 
in  November,  20;  then,  October,  17;  December,  16.  During  the 
first  six  months  of  the  year,  the  decedents  wore  4'J  ;  during  the  last, 
the  number  was  78.  By  counties  the  largest  number  was  in  Chit- 
tenden, 18 ;  then,  Bennington  and  Washington,  each  17 ;  Cale- 
donia, 16;  Grand  Isle,  Orange,  and  Windham,  each  10.  The  smallest 
mortality  was  in  Essex  County,  1.  The  mortality  from  this  disease 
is  measurably  under  the  control  of  sanitary  and  hygienic  arrange- 
ments, and  these  have  become  so  well  understood  iliat  the  mortality 
from  it  is  greatly  lessened.  It  has  not  been  epidemic  in  the  State  for 
many  years.  The  registration  does  not  indicate  its  presence  as  such 
in  any  portion  of  the  Slut*  during  the  past  five  years. 

Scarlatina.  —  The  number  of  decedents  from  this  disease  during 
the  year  1883  was  67.  In  1882  it  was  82,  in  1881  it  was  138.  Of 
the  decedents  in  1883,  31  were  males,  and  36  were  females.  Thirty- 
seven  were  under  five  years  of  age,  It  were  five  to  ten.  Si  ^mw  \rt\  Vi 
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twenty,  and  2  over  twenty.  The  largest  number  of  decedents  was 
in  Rutland  County,  25;  then,  Windsor,  11.  The  smallest  number,  1 
each  in  Caledonia.  Essex,  and  Orleans.  By  months  the  decedents 
were  as  follows  :  April,  14;  January  and  February,  each  9  ;  March,  li ; 
May,  August,  September,  and  December,  each  4  ;  June,  July.  Octo- 
ber, and  November,  each  3.  This  disease  and  diphtheria  alternate 
with  each  other  iu  mortality,  and  are  umleretood  to  lie  ran  iiliwTj 
allied  to  each  other  in  their  distinctive  epidemic  ebaraeteristtOB.  An 
epidemic  of  one  is  soon  succeeded  by  an  epidemic  of  the  other. 

Bhioht's  Disuse.  —The  number  of  decedents  from  this  cause  is 
the  same  as  in  1882,  BO,  of  which  52  were  males,  and  84  were  females. 
Of  the  males,  2  were  over  eighty  years  of  age,  14  over  seventy,  II 
over  sixty.  13  over  titty,  4  over  forty,  6  over  fifteen,  and  2  under  five. 
Of  the  females,  17  were  over  fifty,  15  over  twenty,  1  five  to  ten,  and  I 
fifteen  to  twenty.  Ten  died  in  each  of  the  months  of  April,  September, 
and  December  ;  8  in  February  ;  9  in  March  ;  8  in  January  ;  7  each  in 
May,  June,  and  November ;  (i  in  October ;  5  in  August,  and  3  in  Jan- 
uary. By  counties,  Rutland,  15  ;  Windsor,  14  ;  Bennington,  11  ;  Chit- 
tenden. 7  ;  Franklin  and  Windham,  each  li  ;  Caledonia,  Orange,  and 
Orleans,  each  5  ;  Addison,  3  ;  Essex  and  Grand  Isle,  each  1  ;  Lamoille, 
none.  The  entire  mortality  from  Kidney  Disease,  including  Diabetes 
and  Bright' s  Disease,  was  1G7.  Of  those  designated  as  Kidney  Dis- 
ease, 43  were  males,  and  9  females,  of  whom  38  males  were  over  sixty 
years  of  age,  and  6  of  the  females  over  fifty.  One  male  is  recorded 
as  "  under  five."  Nine  died  in  June  ;  8  in  July  ;  6  in  August; 
April ;  4  each  in  March,  September,  and  November  ;  3  each  in  Jam 
February,  and  October;  2  in  May  :  and  1  in  December.  In  Addi! 
County,  8  died;  in  Orange  and  Washington,  each  7;  in  Rutland, 
in  Caledonia,  Franklin,  and  Windsor,  each  5.  Of  those  desigMtod  as 
Diabetes,  13  were  over  sixty  years  of  age,  7  were  between  thirty  and 
fifty,  5  hetween  fifteen  and  thirty,  and  4  between  fire  ami  fifteen. 
Seven  died  in  December;  4  each  in  February  and  July:  3  each  in 
January  and  August;  2  each  in  April,  June,  and  November:  1  in 
October  ;   and  none  in  March  and  September. 

Cholera  Infantum.  — This  is  only  one  of  the  group  of  diseases 
incident  to  infantile  life.  During  the  year,  it  has  ended  the  mortal 
existence  of  one  hundred  and  forty-six  (14i5)  children,  all  under 
five  years  of  age  save  1,  the  larger  portion  of  them  dying  in 
the  months  of  July,  20 ;  August,  45  ;  September,  45 ;  October,  IS. 
Rutland  County  records  the  largest  number,  26  ;  Orleans,  21  ;  Wind- 
sor, 16;  Chittenden,  15;  Franklin.  12;  Bennington,  11  ;  Windham, 
9;    Caledonia,    8;    Addison   and    Washington,    each    7;    Essex,   t> ; 
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Orange,  £> ;  Grand  Isle,  1 ;  Lamoille,  1.  Grouping  together  tbe  dis- 
eases more  peenliar  to  infancy,  such  as  C'-»ivuln<mx,  Cravp,  Diph- 
theria, Dysentery,  Fits,  Hydrocephalus.  Infantile,  Cerebri)  Spinal 
Meningitis,  Scarlatina,  Teething,  we  find  that  fio8  died  under  one 
year  of  age,  174  from  one  to  two  years,  'Jo  from  two  to  three,  65 
from  three  to  four,  and  52  from  four  to  five;  or  that  2:i.-l(i  per 
cent  of  all  the  deeedents  in  the  State  were  under  five  years  of 
age.  The  attention  of  the  people  of  the  State  lias  been  repeatedly 
directed  to  this  great  mortality  of  infant  life.  That  in  a  civilized, 
Christian  community  there  should  be  such  a  waste  of  hum:iu  life  as 
these  facts  and  figures  indicate,  is  an  appalling  fact.  It  <>nght  In 
awaken  the  keenest  interest  in  the  inquiry,  What  is  the  cause? 
Where  is  the  blame?  The  medical  profession  tell  us,  that,  with  proper 
Care,  foot!,  and  hygienic  surroundings,  there  is  no  necessity  that  nearly 
one  quarter  of  the  mortality  o*  the  Slate  shall  he  among  the  children 
under  five  years  of  age.  Why  is  it  so?  What  is  tbe  cause?  There 
may  lie  inherited  disease*  and  weaknesses.  If  so,  no  human  sgencv 
can  prevent  the  result.  There  may  be  want  of  suitable  nourishment, 
or  plenty  of  healthy  mother's  milk.  If  so,  the  resources  o!  medieine, 
properly  administered,  and  of  hygienic  art,  ought  to  aid  in  supplying 
it.  There  may  be  a  violation  of  the  laws  of  nature  and  of  health,  in 
respect  to  food,  proper  ventilation,  and  clothing.  If  any  one,  or  all, 
of  these,  are  admitted  to  be  in  any  sense  a  cause  for  this  large  infantile 
mortality,  it  is  apparent  where  the  responsibility  rests;  and  it  will 
never  be  materially  diminished  till  the  law3  which  govern  the  trans- 
mission of  disease  from  father  to  son  in  successive  generations,  the 
laws  of  maternity  and  of  hygiene,  are  better  understood,  and  obeyed 
with  more  scrupulous  exactness.  In  this  matter  has  not  the  State  as 
well  as  the  individual  a  large  responsibility?  Ami  can  the  State  ful- 
fil it?,  duty  to  its  citizens  without  placing  at  their  service  all  the  pre- 
cautions and  preventions  which  the  progress  of  the  age,  In  sanitary 
and  hygienic  science,  demands,  and  have  made  possible? 

Canckr.  —  The  number  of  decedents  from  tins  cause  was  one 
hundred  and  forty-four  (144),  of  which  4.">  were  males,  and  nil  were 
females.  Of  the  females,  10  were  over  thirty  years  of  age,  IS 
over  forty,  16  over  fifty,  20  over  sixty,  25  over  seventy,  and 
8  over  eighty.  Of  the  males,  12  were  over  eighty,  12  were  over 
seventy.  12  over  sixty,  5  over  fifty,  3  over  forty,  and  1  over  thirty. 
Twenty  died  in  July;  It!  in  September;  12  each  in  April,  May, 
and  August;  11  each  in  March,  October,  and  December :  10  each 
in  February,  June,  and  November ;  9  in  January.  By  counties,  the 
mortality  was,  Windsor,  23;  Windham,  22;  Rutland,  _2l  ■,  C\\\\i*\i- 
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den,  20 ;  Orange,  1C  ;  Franklin  and  Washington,  each  15  ;  Addison, 
14;  Caledonia.  12:  Lamoille,  9;  Orleans  and  Bennington,  each  8; 
Grand  Isle,  3;  Essex,  1.  Besides  this  simple  form  of  the  dise 
there  was  reported,  Cancer  of  the  Bowels,  1,  over  fifty"  years  of  age; 
Cancerof  the  Breast,  2,  over  fifty  ;  Cancer  of  Stomach,  36,  of  whom 
17  were  males,  and  19  females,  nil  of  whom  were  over  forty  ;  and 
Cancer  of  the  Uterus,  4,  2  of  whom  were  between  twenty  and  thirty, 
and  i1  between  forty  and  sixty. 

Hh.un  Diseases.  —  Under  this  head  are  included  all  diseases  of 
the  brain  not  special  to  infancy.  Under  the  general  term, 
hundred  and  fifty-live  (165)  eases  are  recorded,  of  which  81  were 
males,  and  71  wen'  fi'in:ik'n.  representing  all  apes,  from  under  five 
to  over  eighty;  and  the  months  of  the  year,  from  19  in  Octo- 
ber to  7  in  January :  and  all  the  counties  in  the  State,  from 
Rutland,  34,  to  Essex,  2.  The  number  of  decedents  from  Apo- 
plexy was  88.  of  which  51  were  males,  and  37  were  females.  One  hi 
reported  as  five  to  ten  years  of  age,  14  were  over  eighty.  24  were  over 
seventy,  23  were  over  60,  10  were  over  fifty,  II  were  over  forty,  and 

4  over  thirty.     The  months  were  all  represented,  from  10  in  July,  to 

5  in  January ;  and  the  counties  also,  from  13  in  Windsor,  to  1  in  Cale- 
donia. 

In  the  class  of  diseases  affecting  the  brain  or  its  meninges,  or  ref- 
erable to  it,  we  find  Epilepsy  reported  as  the  cause  of  10  deaths,  of 
which  5  were  males,  and  5  were  females ;  7  of  these  were  over 
sixty  years  of  age.  Eight  decedents  are  reported  from  Hydrocepha- 
lus, sexes  equal ;  8  from  Insanity,  3  males,  5  females,  all  over  thirty 
years  of  age  ;  13  from  Maniacal  Exhaustion,  8  males  and  5  females, 
inmates  of  the  Vermont  Asylum  for  the  Insane;  51  from  Cerebro 
Spinal  Meningitis,  25  males  and  26  females  (1  female  over  seventy,  2 
males  over  fifty,  the  majority  under  ten  years  of  age).  The  largest 
mortality  was  in  Chittenden  County,  10.  The  disease  was  not  epi- 
demic in  the  State.  Deaths  occurred  in  every  month  of  the  year,  from 
7  in  April  and  August,  to  2  in  January  and  June.  The  same  number 
of  decedents  was  reported  in  1882. 

Among  the  singularities  of  the  registration  of  1883,  the  town  of 
Brighton  reports  no  births  and  no  deaths,  but  18  marriages.  Bruns- 
wick reports  no  births,  2  marriages,  1  death.  The  population  of  this 
town  has  decreased  from  221  in  1870  to  192  in  1880.  Baltimore 
reports  one  birth  in  a  population  of  71. 

The  writer  of  this  summary  would  impress  upon  those  officials  whose 
duty  it  is  to  make  up  the  statistics  which  are  embodied  in  this  regis- 
tration,  the    importance   of  doing   it   carefully  and    with    accuracy. 
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especially  that  portion  which  relates  to  the  "  causes  of  death." 
Oftentimes  these  are  returned  as  "unknown,"  when  inquiry  of  the 
physician  or  the  friends  would  enable  the  District  Clerk  to  give  the  dis- 
ease accurately.  Oftentimes  a  "cause  of  death  "  is  mentioned  which 
is  so  indefinite  that  it  conveys  no  information  whatever  as  to  the  dis- 
ease. For  example.  Hemorrhage  is  given  as  a  "  cause  of  death ;  " 
but  it  might  as  well  have  been  given  as  "  unknown,"  because  it  does 
not  mention  the  locality  from  whence  the  hemorrhage  came.  If  of 
tbe  Uterue,  or  Bladdtr,  or  Bowels,  or  Stomach,  it  would  be  recog- 
nized and  classified  as  a  disease  of  one  or  the  other  of  those  organs. 
So  also,  Catarrh,  as  a  cause  of  death,  conveys  no  information  of  any 
value  or  correctness.  So  also,  Infantile,  Neumhfia,  and  others. 
The  student  of  these  statistics  can  neither  gain  nor  impart  any  knowl- 
edge of  disease  by  such  indefinite  terms  as  a  cause  of  death  ;  and  a 
Registration  Report  filled  up  with  such  meaningless  abstracts,  would 
be  worse  than  useless.  More  care  should  be  exercised  on  the  part  of 
District  and  Town  Clerks  in  making  the  returns.

[Chapter  128  of   the  Revised   Laws  of  Vermont,  ami  Acts  passed   I 
Revision  relating  thereto.] 

REGISTRATION    OF    BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES,    DIVORCES.    A. 
DEATHS. 

DUTIES   OF   SCHOOL- DISTRICT   CLfiUtB, 

Section  25-17.     The    school-district   clerks    in    each    town, 
towns  not  divided  into  districts,  the  clerk  of  the  school  board. 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  ascertain  the  births  aud 
which  occurred  in  their  respective  districts  during  the  year  next  p 
ceding  the  first  day  of  January  ;  and  shall  report  to  the  town  clerk 
or  before  the  first  day  of  February  the  date  ami  place  of  birth  of 
child,  its  name  and  sex,  the  names  and  residence  of  its  parents,  ai 
the  occupation  of  the  father.     They  shall  also  report  the  (late,  plac 
and  disease  or  apparent  cause  of  each  death,  the  name  and  sex  of  the 
deceased,  whether  married  or  single,  his  age  in  years,  months,  and 
days,  place  of  birth,  the  name  of  his  parents,  and  his  occupation  if 
over  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Sect.  2548.  If  a  district  clerk  or  clerk  of  school  board  fails 
make  Ihe  required  return,  or  makes  an  incomplete  or  incorrect  retui 
he  shall  forfeit  all  compensation  therefor,  and  be  fined  not  less  thi 
five  dollars  ;  and  the  town  clerk  shall  forthwith  cause  prosecution 
he  commenced  against  him  in  the  name  of  the  state  to  recover  sm 
penalty. 

Sect.  2549.  So  much  of  this  chapter  as  relates  to  the  duties 
school -district  clerks  in  collecting  and  making  returns  of  births  a; 
deaths  shall  not  apply  to  the  city  of  Burlington. 

DUTIES   OF  TOWN    CLERKS. 

Sect.  2550.  Town  clerks  shall  carefully  examine  the  returns  ( 
births  and  deaths  made  to  them  by  the  clerks  of  the  several  schoc 
districts;  and,  if  the  returns  are  made  up  and  returned  agreeably  t 
law,  they  shall  furnish  the  school-district  clerk  so  complying  with  t 
requirements  of  law  a  certificate  to  that  effect ;  and,  on  presentation 
of  such  certificate  to  the  selectmen,  they  shall  draw  an  order  on  t 
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town  treasurer  to  pay  such  school-district  clerk  or  clerk  of  school 
board  fifteen  cents  for  each  birth  or  death  returned. 

Sect.  2551.  Town  clerks  ahull  number  anil  record  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  received,  the  returns  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
made  to  them :  and  the  record  shall  show  the  time  when  it  was  made. 
They  shall  annually,  in  the  mouth  of  March,  transmit  to  the  secretary 
of  state  a  certified  copy  of  such  record  made  for  the  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  first  day  of  January. 

Sect.  2552.  The  clerk  of  each  town  shall  receive  from  the  treas- 
ury of  the  town  live  Beats  for  recording  each  birth  and  death,  and  ten 
cents  a  folio  for  copying  the  same  and  the  marriage  records  in  his 
office,  for  the  use  of  the  secretary  of  state  ;  provided  said  clerks  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  in  all  respects. 

Sect.  2553.  If  a  town  clerk  fails  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  law  in  relation  to  making  returns  of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths 
to  Hie  secretary  of  state,  he  shall  be  lined  not  less  than  twenty  dollars.

Sect.  2554.  The  clerks  of  the  county  courts  shall  on  the  last  day 
of  December  in  eacli  year  make  return  to  the  secretary  of  state  of  the 
number  of  divorces  granted  in  their  respective  counties  during  the 
year  ending  on  that  day. 

DUTIES    OK    TO*    MEI.'KETARV    Or    STATE. 

Sect.  2555.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  prepare  and  furnish  to 
town  clerks  blank  forms  to  be  used  as  books  of  records,  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  also  blank  forms  of  returns,  and 
shall  accompany  the  same  with  the  necessary  instructions  and  explana- 
tions ;  and  the  town  clerks  shall  distribute  the  same  as  directed  by 
the  secretary. 

Sbot.  8556.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  receive  the  returns  made 
to  him  in  pursuance  of  this  chapter,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  bound 
in  one  or  more  volumes,  with  indexes  thereto  ;  and,  with  such  assist- 
ance as  ts  voluntarily  rendered  by  any  committee  appointed  by  the 
Vermont  .Medical  Society  for  that  purpose,  prepare  therefrom  such 
tabular  results  as  will  render  them  of  practical  utility,  and  make  a 
report  thereof  biennially  to  the  general  assembly  ;  and  one  thousand 
copies  of  the  report  shall  be  biennially  published,  bound  in  cloth. 
(Amended  by  No.  64,  Ada  of  1882.) 

Sect.  2557.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  cause  prosecutions  to  be

Skct.  23.W.  A  physician  who  attended  upon  a  deceased

Driiisi)  the  year  ending  Doe.  31,  1881,  the  whole  number  of  Hri 
recorded  in  the  State  was  6,665,  of  which  8,368  were  mules,  and  Stil 
were  females,  •>  unknown.  Compared  with  1883,  Hie  number  of  Mfl 
whs  106  greater,  and  with  1882  it  was  334.  The  difference  in  I 
proportion  of  the  sexes  was  76,  in  1883  it  via  884. 

During  the  same  period,  the  number  or  couples  married  was  2.G' 
a  number  less  by  150  eouples  than  in  1883,  when  it  was  2,836. 

The  number  of  decedents  for  the  same  period  was  5,233,  of  wb: 
2,518  were  males,  and  2,607  were  females.  Of  48  the  -ex  is  i 
stated.  Compared  with  1883,  the  number  of  decedents  was  2a 
and  with  1882  it  was  248  less. 

The  population  of  the  -State  by  the  census  of  1880  was  332.281 
There  was,  therefore,  during  the  year,  one  birth  to  cveiv  BO  of  li 
population,  against  one  to  every  50.6  in  1883,  and  one  to  every  M 
in  1882.  One  person  in  every  G1.6  was  married  during  the  yew 
against  one  to  every  73.3  in  1883.  There  was  one  decedent  to  er 
63.5  of  the  population,  against  one  to  every  63.8  in  1883,  and  on 
to  every  60.6  in  1882.  These  figures  indicate  an  increase  of  morti 
ity  in  the  State  during  the  last  year.

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DEATHS. 

The  whole  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  1884  wis 
5,236.  This  is  greater  by  30  than  the  number  of  deaths  occurring ia 
1883,  but  245  less  than  those  in  1882.  The  death-rate  for  the  \etr 
was  1.57,  nearly,  or  the  same  as  it  was  in  1883. 

Ages. — The  aggregate  ages  given  of  all  the  decedents  was  219,- 
615.  The  average  age  at  death  was  43.70.  In  1883  the  avenge 
age  of  decedents  was  43.42.  Bj*  counties,  the  average  age  of  dece- 
dents was:  in  Orange,  54.69;  in  Windsor,  53.64;  in  Windham, 
50.38 ;  in  Rutland,  47.39 ;  in  Caledonia,  46.35 ;  in  Washington, 
45  33  ;  in  Addison,  44.83  ;  in  Franklin,  43.62;  in  Chittenden,  4121 ;

CAUSES    OF   DEATH. 

In  1884  there  were  788  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases.  In  188S 
the  number  of  decedents  in  this  class  was  869  ;  in  1882  it  was  931 ; 
bo  that  the  decrease  of  mortality  iu  this  class  in  the  three  years  past 
is  143.  The  percentage  of  deaths  in  this  class  is  1.60.  In  1883  it 
was  1.67  ;  in  1882  it  was  1.70. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Constitutional  causes  was  1,077.  In 
1883  it  was  1,067,  against  1,104  in  1882  ;  a  slight  increase  during  the 
three  years.  The  percentage  of  deaths  from  Constitutional  causes 
was  2.19.  In  1883  it  was  2.05  ;  in  1882  it  was  2.06.  From  Local 
causes  there  were  2,048  deaths.  In  1883  there  were  2,005  ;  in  1882, 
2,065.  In  1884  the  percentage  was  4.10.  In  1883  it  was  3.85 ;  in 
1882,  3.76.  From  Developmental  causes  there  were  795  deaths. 
In  1883  there  were  also  795;  in  1882,  821.  The  percentage  was 
1.C2.  In  1883  it  was  152;  in  1882,  1.49.  From  Violent  causes 
there  were  197  deaths.  In  1883  there  were  172  ;  in  1882,  186.  The 
percentage  was  .40.  In  1883  it  was  .33 ;  in  1882,  .34.  In  328 
deaths,  the  causes  were  either  unknown,  or  reported  in  such  a  way 
that  the}*  could  not  be  classified.     The  percentage  was  .60.

REGISTRATION    OF    BIRTHS,    MARRIAGES,    DIVORCES,    AND 
DEATHS. 

DUTIES  OP  SCHOOL- DISTRICT   CLERKS. 

Section  2547.  Tlie  school -district  clerks  in  each  town,  or,  in 
towns  not  divided  into  districts,  the  clerk  of  the  school  board,  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  ascertain  the  births  and  deaths 
which  occurred  in  their  respective  districts  during  the  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  first  day  of  January  ;  and  shall  report  to  the  town  clerk 
on  or  before  the  first  'lay  of  February  the  date  nnd  place  of  birth 
of  each  child,  its  name  and  sex,  the  names  and  residence  of  its 
parents,  and  the  occupation  of  the  father.  .They  shall  also  report 
the  date,  place,  and  disease  or  apparent  cause  of  each  death,  the 
name  and  sex  of  the  deceased,  whether  married  or  single,  his  age  in 
years,  months,  and  days,  place  of  birth,  the  name  of  his  parents,  and 
his  occupation  if  over  fifteen  years  of  age. 

Sect.  "254*.  If  a  district  clerk  or  clerk  of  school  board  fails  to 
make  the  required  return,  or  makes  an  incomplete  or  incorrect  return,

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recording  marriages  for  each  town  in  the  state,  and  forward  the  sanii 
to  the  town  clerk  of  each  town  as  soon  as  he  is  able  to  do  so. 

Said  books  shall  be  conveniently  arranged,  with  printed  blanks  cop- 
responding  to  the  marriage  certificates  that  are  used,  with  the  proper 
space  underneath  for  the  attestation  of  the  record  by  the  town  clerk, 
and  a  proper  space  for  an  index  to  each  book. 

Sect.  2.  It  is  herebj-  made  the  duty  of  the  town  clerks  in  the  state 
to  keep  a  full  record  of  the  marriages  in  their  respective  towns  accord- 
ing  to  the  returns  of  the  certificates.

An  Act  relating  to  the  printing  of  the  registration  report 

of  the  state. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  cf  Ver- 
mont :  — 

Section  1 .  The  secretary  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  contract  for  and  procure  the  printing  and  publication  of  the  regis- 
tration of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths  of  the  state,  annually,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year. 

Sect.  2.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.
